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London, August 18—The Freeman’s 
Journal of Dublin publishes an interview 
between Mr. Kruger and William Redmond 
in Hftverson, Holland, in the course of 
‘which the former president of the South 
African Republic, expressing . gratitude 
for Irish support, said he regarded the 
‘Irish as “brothers in oppression,”’ and 
\urged the nationalist members of the 
'British parliament to continue their “‘ef- 
‘forts In the cause of justice and truth.” 

When ask2d concerning the effgcts of 
Lord Kitchener's recent proclamation, 
and of Mr. Chamberlain’s speeches, Mr. 
Kruger replied: 

“My peo~le are not to be frightened by 
such proclamations of speeches which will 
only encourage them to continue fighting. 
_ “The British have used armed natives 
against the burghers from the beginning. 
but we have not used ermed Kafiirs. It 
has always been against our principles to 
use the black men against the white.” 

Mr. Kruger emphatically denied the ex- 
Istence of a Dutch conspiracy against 
British influence in South Africa. 

When asked regarding Great Britain's 


@promises as to treatment of the Boers, 


after surrender, he said: 

“TI know Great Britain’s promises. You 
fn Ireland ought also to kgow them. The 
British promise to lend us money to put 
things right. Then, if it were not re- 
paid, our land would be taken. They ask 
us to allow a rope to be put around our 
necks and to call that freedom. We should 
be slaves.”’ 

After expressing his firm conviction that 
God, in good time. would give the Boers 
Geliverance, he remarked: 

“Even now we could rebuild our eoun- 
try, but to do so we must have full in- 
dependence.”’ 

He emphasized the word “full... When 
asked about farm burning and the con- 
centration camps, he «xclaimed: 

“Why do they fight women and chil- 
dren? There are QU Own me- to fight 
,against. I do not»believe the British -eo- 
‘ple know what is being done in their 
‘mame. If they did know, they would 
\stop .

STRAIN OF THE STRIKE 
IS TELLING ON SHAFFER 


Is Feared That, Leader Will Break 
Down—Trouble Is Feared at 
Monessen and Guards Have 
Been Posted Around 
the Plant. 


Pittsburg, Pa., August 18.—A party of 
strike breakers brought up from the south 
by special train were safely delivered In 
the steel mill at Monessen early this 


‘| morning and the United States Steel cor- 


poration expects to add that plant to the 
number running partly or in full with 
non-union men within the next twenty- 
four hours. The Carnegie pecperties also 
resumed tonight without a break in the 
forces operating them and that fact, 
joined with a promise of an early start 
at Monessen, leads the steel officials here 
to tuke a very hopeful view of the situa- 
tion. The strikers claim that men enough 
to start the Monessen mills cannot be 
obtained and that they have not yet 
shown their hand at Duquesne and other 
Carnegie plants. They promise that de- 
velopments will indicate their strength to 
Letter advantage. 
Strikers Were Eluded. 

It was anticipated that there would be 
trouble when the non-union men reached 
Monessen, for the strikers were watching 
the railroads and river and had expressed 
a determination to prevent the entrance 
of the strike breakers. The men who 
were handling the movement for the steel 
corporation successfully veiled their ac- 
tion, however, and had their charges safe- 
ly within the plant hours before it was 
known definitely by any one on the out- 
side that the men had arrived. They were 
brought to Monessen by special train and 
were landed at 4 o’clock in the morning. 
It is ‘not known how many men were in 
the party nor where thev were obtained. 

The mills are guarded and the men will. 
be kept on the premises until all danger 
of trouble ceases. Bunks for about 50 
men have been erected and! large quan- 
tities of food have been purchased for 
them. A ferce has been thrown around 


the property and guards posted to keep 
out all intruders. The strikers will un- 
doubtedly make an effort to lnduce the 
strike breakers to quit and the fear is 
expressed that there will be trouble if 
any demonstration ig made against the 
men or property. The situation there is 
regarded as very delicate. TRe steel man- 
agers tnay succeed in getting another mill 
on tcmorrow at the Painters plant. Two 
mills were operated there last week with 
non-union men and part of another crew 
was gotten together last week. Just as 
soon as enough men are avallable the 
third mill will be started. 
Shaffer About To Collapse. 

The strain of the strike is telling on 
the phvsical strength of President Shaf- 
fer. He was il] today and kept to his 
bed inost of the time. He declined to see 
any of the many callers who sought him 
and his. wife, who met them in his stead 
explained that he was worn out and sick 
and must have rest In order to carry on 
his work. It is expected that be will be 
at the strike headquarters as usual to- 
morrow, but his friends are afraid that 
if the strike is prolonged he will break 
down. Every since the strike began he 
has given his personal attentior to every 
detail of it and although he has had as- 
sistance and the covnsel of his associates, 
the rea] responsibility has rested upon 
him.

All the*prop- 
erties affected by the strike were closely 
watched by pickets, but nothing hap- 
pened. 

Other Trades May Strike. . 

There is talk tonight of the possibility 
of an extension of the strike to other 
trades. The structural iron workers and 
brick layers are becoming directly inter- 
ested through the question of handling 
material made by the United States Steel 
ccrporation. The strike leaders say that 
they have the absolute promise of sup- 
port from those two trades, and that they 
will refuse to handle non-union-made 
material. They cite a n ber of in- 
stances where the structural men and 
brick masons hav®é shown their sympathy 
antl spirit. 

Opinion is divided here as to the ultl- 
mate action of the Chicago men.

ROLL FOR YEAR CLOSED 
HIGHEST IW OUR HISTORY 


Nearly Million on Roll Thirty-Five 
Years After Appomattox—Total 
Disbursements for Pen- 
sions Since 1790 Are 
$3,000,000,000. 


Washington, August 18.—Commissioner 
of Pensions Evans has prepared a state- 
ment showing the operations in its prin- 
cipal features of the pension bureau 
during the last fiscal year, as compared 
with former years. Most of the data 
will be embodied in. his annual report 
and the statement is prepared for the 
use of the national encampment of the 
G. A. R., which will_be held before the 
report is ready. a 
_It<shows that the gumber of penston- 
ers on the rolls June 36 last, was 997,735, 
a net gain of 4,206 over last year. The 
total net loss to the roll during the year 
was 43,586, which includes 38,153 by death, 
853 by remarriage, 1,582 by minors reach- 
ing the age of 16, 1.5388 by failure to claim 
pension and 1,460 from other causes. 

A comparative table shows that the 
roll for the year just closed is the “high 
water mark” in the history of the pen- 
sion bureau, the next highest having 
been reached in 1898. Of the gains to 
the rolls during the year, 3,849 were from 
the war with Spain. The losses include 
2 from the revolution, 215 from the war 
of 13812, 826 from the war with Mexico 
and 544 from the Indian wars. 

The gains to the roll singe 1898 were 
13,334 widows of the civil war, and 5,604 
from the Spanish war; total 18,938. The 
net gain to the rolls in the four years 
was 4,021. 

Pensions granted to widows under the 
act of June 27, 1890, during the year num- 
bered 16,610, or neerly 4,500 in excess of 
those granted the previous year. 

How Pensiors Are Classified. 

The pensioners on the rolls are classi- 
fied as follows: 

Survivors, 8,605; 
ows, 249,086. 

These comprise 13,124 widows and 8,655 
survivors on account of old wars, prior 
to 1861; 297,765 invalids and 88,802 on ac- 
count of general laws, disability of ser- 
vice origin, mostly of civil war; 438,114 
invalids and 145,111 widows on account 
of the June, 1890, act, civil war dis- 
ability not due to service; 650 army 
nurses and 3,655 invalids and 2,049 widows 
on account of the- war with Spain. 

The total amount paid to pensioners 
as first payments on the allowance of 
their claim during 1901 was $9,934,764, or 
$106,238 more than the first payments dur- 
ing 1900. This amoumt represents the:ar- 
rears of pension aggregating 675 claims 
allowed, to an average of nearly $1,500 
each. 

The fees paid to attorneys amounted 
to $691,245, an increase of almost $74,00), 
due to the Spanish war. At least 100,000 
of the medical examinations held during 
the year resulted unfavorably to the 
claimants. The amount paid to pension- 
ers under the general law during the 
year was $67,867,233, a decrease of $1,790,253 
from the amount paid last year. It 
is believed that during the fiscal year 
of 19022 the payments under the general 
law will be exceeded by those to pension- 
ers under the act of 1890. The Spanish 
war pensioners received $1,175,225, an in- 
crease over last year of $842,320, and the 
pensioners under the act of 1890, as 
amended May 6, 1900, received $66,973,481, 
an increase over last year of $1,607,402. 

During the last thirty years the sur- 
vivors of. the war of 1822 and their wid- 
ows have received $44,841,648, Mexican war 
$30,201,187 and Indian wars $5,402,054. 

Nearly Three Billions Paid. 

The total disbursements for pensions 

from July 1, 179,. to June 30, of this 
year, aggregate $2,763,350,03. There were 
45,860 claimants for pension during the 
ear. 
"The pension rolls still contain the 
names of 1 survivor and 1,527 widows on 
account of the war of 1812; 1,086 survivors 
and 3,479 widows on account of Indian 
wars, and 7,568 survivors 4nd 8,109 wid- 
ows on account of the Mexican war. 

The bureau issued 109,668 certificates of 
all classes during the year, 44,225 being 
for original pension.

Sail Today. 


Quito, Ecuador, August 18—A 
force of Ecuadorean troops is ready 
to invade Colombia, and a battle is 
imminent near Pasto, just beyond 
the Colombian frontier and about 
150 miles northeast of Quito. 


Willerrstad, Island cf Curacao, Atigust 
18. via Haytien Cable.—President Castro, 
of Venezuela, some days ago sent toa 
Cucuta. Colombia, ammunition, arms and

SEEMED TO BE ‘UNDER 
INFLUENCE OF DRUGS 


A Micrometer Was Missed from the 
Treasury Department and a 
Search of Physician Re- 
veals Article in His 
Possession. 


Dr. M. W. Manahan, of this city, is un- 
der arrest in Buffalo, N. Y., charged with 
taking a costly piece of apparatus from 
the government exhibit at the Pan- 
American exposition. 

The details of the matter are told in 
the following dispatch: 

Buffalo, N. Y., August 18.—(Special.) 
A government guard in the treasury 
department of the government build- 
ing at thgexposition, missed a mi- 
crometer, worth several hundred dol- 
lars, yesterday afternoon, and detec- 
tives arrested Dr. M. W. Manahan 
On suspicion a few minutes after, as 
he was hurrying from the building. 

Qn his person was found the little 
instrument which had heen Hfted 
from a theodolite; used in coast sur- 
veying, in a manner such as only a 
scientific man could do it. 

Manahan protested innocence, but 
when searched in Chief of Police Val- 
lely’s office at the detective bureau, 
@ large amount in cash, five diamond 
rings worth $1,000, two large bunches 
of keys, a number of surgical in- 
struments and tools, some blank bank 
checks and a bottle of chloroform 
were found on his person. 

He says he is innocent of theft 
and that he is a reputable physician 
and. surgeon of Atlanta. When ar- 
rested he seemed to be under the in- 
fluence of drugs and the detectives 
are inclined to think he is a klepto- 
maniac, who is such from the use of 
drugs. 

The case is a mysterious one, as 
everything in his manner and speech 
throws a doubt on his heing a pro- 
fessional. The police of Atlanta have 
been wired to ascertain his stand- 
ing. He is held, charged with grand 
larceny. 


A Prominent Homeopathist. 


Dr, Manahan, a homeopathist by pro- 


fession, is one of the most prominent and 
suceessful physiciars and surgeons in 
this city. He came here in 1882. from 
Chio, and entered into partnership with 
Dr. F.. H. Orme, being one of the first 
\homeopethic practitioners to locate in At- 
llanta. 

| At the expiration of the. partnership 
l contract five years later, the firm 
was dissolved, Dr. Manahan re- 
maining at the same office, which was 
lecated where the Prudential building 
now stands. When the Grand opera 
house building was completed, Dr. Mana- 
han moved into a suite of rooms on the 
second floor of this building, which apart- 
ments be-has since occupied. 

Dr. Manahan is possessed of a strong 
mechanical turn of mind, and many of 
his leisure hours were devoted to the 
making or repairing of apparatus that re- 
quired skilled and delicate workmanship. 

Several of Dr. Manahan’s most intimate 
friends and acquaingancés were scen jast 
night regarding the matter. In several 
instarces the fact is vouched for that he 
Was addicted at times to the use of etim- 
wlants or narcotics, and,the expression 
was universal’that he was not himself 
when the offense with which he is ac- 
cused was committed. 

Dr. Lawshe;s Statement. 

Dr. John %. Lawshe, of this city, is the 
warm personal friend of Dr. Manahan, 
the most intimate relations having exist- 
ed between the two for many vears. 
When Pr. Manahan left here on Satur- 
day, August 19, for a visit to the Pan- 
American expcsition, his practice was 
turned over to Dr. Lewshe during his ab- 
sence. Dr. Lawshe was shown the spe- 
cial dispatch from Buffalo last night, 
and relative to it he said: 

“Dr. Manahan has been a martyr to 
insomnia for many years. He has one of 
the largest practices in the city, and 
many times, when overworked, he may 
have taken some remedy to relieve his 
mental and »vhysical strain, not realizing 
at the time what the result of the practice 
might be. 

“y have krown him intimately for 
eighteen years, and always found nim to 
be an honorable, high-toned gentleman, 
end an unusvally successful physician. 
I cannot believe that he is guilty of any 
Intentional wrong-doing, and, though cir- 
cimstances point to his guilt, I am satis- 
fied, as the digpatch states, that he was 
under the:influence of some narcotic at 
the time. , 
| “Ag to the tottle of chloroform found 
‘upon Dr. Manahan, it is easily explained. 
For years he has constantly carried a 
| vial of chloroform with him, which he in- 
haled to relieve a chronic catarrhal af- 
fection of the nasal mucous membrane, 
from which he suffered intensely at times. 

“tT feel that future <ievelopments will 
fully and absolutely lift eny Stigma of 
criminal intent’on from Dr. Manahan, 
and will prove that he was not himself 
when the act was committed.”

Garrett, it is stated, took the laudanum 
route, but his effort proved unsuccessful. 
The particulars of the matter are given 
in the following dispatch from Atlantic 
City to The Constitution: 

“Atlantic City, N. J., August 18.—Spe- 
cial.)—Because his best girl did not keep 
a promise to come on a visit to him in 
this city, Edward Garrett, aged 2, a 
visitor who is registered from Atlanta, 
Ga., at a hotel on South North Carolina 
avenue, drank a deadly dose of laudanum 
with suicidal intentions. 

“Being sensitive of the joking of friends 
over the young lady breaking her engage- 
ment drove him to his desperate act.

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COUNCIL TO HAVE 
A BUSY SESSION 


Street Railway Matters. to Oc- 
cupy its Attention Today, 


COMMITTEE I$ 10 REPORT

City Attorney Will Be Directed To 
Go Before the Railroad Commis- 
sion of the State To Ask 
Hearing on Depot 
Question. 


Council this afternoon will have up for 
consideration a number of matters, not 
the least interesting of which will be the 
applications of the Atlanta Railway and 
Power Company and ,the Atlanta Rapid 
Transit Company for certain changes in 
their lines. 

The street railway committee will ren- 
der a report on all of the petitions of 
both companies that have been referred 


‘to it, with the exception of the application 


of the Power company for double tracks 
on the Boulevard. By mutual consent it 
was agreed during the meeting of the 
committee last week that this matter 
should be postponed for a while. 

The committee held a final meeting late 
Saturday afternoon in the office of City 
Attorney Mayson for the purposeof for- 
mulating a report to be presented to coun- 
cil this afternoon. The committee, it -is 
understood, will report favorably on all 
the applications. In cases where the 
committee considered that the changes 
asked by the Power company were in the 
nature of extensions, i€ will be recom- 
mended that these grants be made for 
only twenty-one years. 

Where switches are asked, and the 
committee believes that the improvements 
will be in the interest of the public, the 
short term franchise will not be stipu- 
lated, it being left to council to say 
whether or not the grants shall be made 
for a lonever period than twenty-one 
years. 

Both May Go on Piedmont. 

Really the most interesting part of the 
report will deal with the application of 
the Power company to put in curves and 
switches on Edgewood avenue, at the in- 


/tersection of Piedmont avenue, and lay 


tracks along Piedmont avenue south 200 
feet to the company’s car barn. Several 
weeks. ago the Rapid Transit Company 
also filed an application ‘with council for 
the right to put in a track from its Au- 
burn avenue line along Piedmont avenue 


to Warren place. 

If both applications were granted it 
would put the two companies on the same 
street, and the committee will recom- 
mend that both petitions be acted. upon 
favorably, the companies to use the same 
tracks jointly on Piedmont avenue from 
Edgewood avenue to Warren place. The 
short term clause will not be stressed in 
this instance, it is understood. 

During the meeting of the street rail- 
way committee several days ago repre- 
sentatives of the Rapid Transit company 
said that the only reason they had for 
wanting to get in that neighborhood was 
to secure patronage from the audiences 
that attend the Lyceum theater. 

President Ernest Woodruff, of the 
Power company, stated that his company 
desired to get on Piedmont avenue in or- 
der to reach the new car barn which is 


r being built in the vicinity of the theater. 


He declared that the object of the Tran- 
sit company in wanting to put tracks on 
Piedmont avenue was to block his com- 
pany fom getting to its property by way 
of Warren place. The committee seeks 
to solve the problem bv allowing both 
companies the right to use Piedmont ay- 
enue. 
Sewer for Whitehall. 

Among other matters that will come 
up is the report of the sewer committee, 
which will recommend that a large sewer 
be laid on Whitehall street, between 
Brotherton and Windsor streets. White- 
hall, from the south end of the viaduct to 
Windsor street, is shortly to be paved 
with asphalt, and it 1s necessary that all 
sewer, gas and water connections should 
be made beforehand, for when once the 
new paving is down, the city will not al- 
low it to be torn up for some years. 

There is now a large sewer on White- 
hall which runs from Trinity avenue to 
Brotherton street, and the new pipe will 
he connected with this and the sewer at 
Windsor street. The recommendation of 
the cofnmittee will doubtless be adopted, 
and the work ordered done at the earliest 
possible moment. 

The streets committee will recommend 
that the bid of E. 8S. McCandless be ac- 
cepted for the paving of Whitehall street. 
‘he McCandless bid was the lowest sub- 
mitted for this work. The bid was for 
$2.08 a square yard, and was considered 
along with others at a meeting of the 
committee held several days ago. 

The work of repaving the business sec- 
tion and a large part of the residence por- 
tion of Whitehall.street will begin as soon 
as the necessary contract has been pre- 
pared and signed. The county has agreed 
to grade a part of the street and make a 
five-foot filling at Brotherton street. 


Regarding Depot Problem. 

From the ordinance committee will 
come a recommendation that the resolu- 
tion by Couneilman Kontz, stipulating 
that the city attorney appear before the 
railroad commission and ask a hearing in 
regard to the depot matter be adopted. 
When the committee met last Saturday 
morning it was unanimously agreed that 
the resolution should be favorably rec- 
ommended. 

Several years ago council adopted a res- 
olution declaring the depot inadequate 
for the purpose for which it was built, 
and calling upon the railroad commission 
of the state to take such steps as would 
relieve the situation. It will be in regard 
to this particular phase of the question 
that City Attorney Mayson will go before 
the commissioners. 

There are a number of other matters 
that will come up to be acted upon, and 
it is highly probable that the session of 
council will be a lengthy one. Long 
meetings of council seem to be becoming 
the custom of late. The last session ran 
into the night, and when adjournment 
was finally taken it was with the under- 
standing, that another meeting was to be 
held on the following Monday. ;

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OUTLAWS MEANT TO 
MURDER AN OFFICER 


ec 


Conductor Thomas Held up by 
Footpads Who Took Him 
For a Policeman, 


WERE BENT ON MURDER 
INSTEAD OF ROBBERY 


Negro Footpads Searched Conductor 
To See If He Was Secret Ser-. 
vice Policeman — Failing 
To Find Badge They 
Let Him Go. 


While on his way home from the 
Southern railway yards late Saturday 
night, Conductor Isaac L. Thomas was 
held up by four negro footpads, not for 
the purpose of robbery, but because they 
believed he was a policeman in citizen’s 
clothes and whom they wanted to mur- 
der. 

This very sensational affair was re- 
ported to Bicycle Officers Wells and Ivey 
soon after it happened, but they failed 
to find any of the murderous gang. 

Ever since the assassination of Police- 
man DeBray the officers of the depart- 
ment have not been going alone, but 
two men always go together when they 
are on the rear beats in the outskirts 
of the city. 

The four negroes who held up the rail- 
road conductor may fiot have known this 
or they might have supposed that for 
once they had caught a policeman where 
they would have all of the advantage of 
him. 

Conductor Thomas was ordered to halt 
and when he had done so one of the 
negroes covered him with a pistol while 
two others began to search him to as- 
certain if he had on any sort of a 
badge. Failing to find what they were 
looking for they remarked: 

“We thought you were a d—d police- 
man!’ 

With this they let him go and ordered 
him to walk fast, which order he obey- 
ed. 

The outlaws made no attempt whatever 
to rob the conductor, although he had on 
a watch and there was money in his 
pockets. 

Outlaws Meant Murder. 

The police are firmly convinced that if 
Conductor Thomas had been an. officer in 
citizen's clothes he would have been mur- 
dered then and there. 

Thomas gave the following account of 
his exciting and unique experience, 

“IT had just finished mv work and 
was on my way home When I reached 
the corner of Mangum and Haynes 
streets it was about M o'clock, and I en- 
countered four negroes. One of them 
threw a pistol into my face and ordered 
me to halt. I stopped and two of the 
negroes drew back my coat and searched 
to see if I had on a policeman’s badge. 
Finding nothing of the sort one of them 
remarked that they had taken me for 
a policeman doing detective work. I 
was told to walk off and to walk fast 
and I lost no time in leaving such dis- 
agreeable company.’’ 

The police are, of course, very anxious 
to find the four outlaws and every effort 
possible will be made to ascertain who 
they are.

(NIFE AND TEETA 
JSED ON MATRON 


Desperate Female Prisoner At- 
lacks Matron Bohnefeld, 


SHE WAS SEVERELY BITTEN 


Mollie Lewis, a White Woman, Made 
a Break for Liberty—Drew an 
Open Knife and Used Her 
Teeth—Matron Gave 
a Few Slaps. 


Police Matron Bohnefeld had a very 
fierce encounter with a white female pris- 
oner at the police barracks Saturday af- 
ternon about 5 o'clock. The desperate 
prisoner used her teeth and tried to use 
a knife; the calm and determined matron 
used her open hands and won the battle. 

Saturday morning Mollie Lewis, a white 
woman, was locked up at the police bar- 
racks for drawing a gistol on a crewd of 
women near the Fulton cotton spinning 
mills. She had been arrested once be- 
fore, and on account of physical suffer- 
ings from an attack of muscular theuma- 
tism she was liberated without being 
prosecuted. No sooner had she left 


the prison than she went back to the 
place where she had been before ar- 
rested and there she tried to killthe wom- 
en she thought had reported her to the 
police. 

Mollie Lewis, while having the appear- 
ance of being very poor, has several 
hundred dollars in a bank and carries a 
roll of money about her person. She has 
saved her earnings and put away every 
spare dollar. She became a great suffer- 
er from rheumatism and began to take a 
drug to ease the pain. That resulted in 
her becoming quarrelsome and at times 
even coageren. 

The police matron was kind enough to 
allow Mollie to remain in the corridor 
of the white female section of the city 
prison. 


Drew an Open Knife. 


Saturday afternoon John Brown, a ne- 
gro janitor, was cleaning up the prison 
and he had occasion to open a door lead- 
ing from the white female department 
to the recorder’s court room. Mollie saw 
the open door and she made a break for 
liberty. The janitor barred her passage 
and the desperate woman drew an open 

nife. 

Matron Bohnefeld heard the scuffle and 
she was in time to take hold of Mollie and 
thrust her back into the prison corri:d¥r. 

Mollie made a cut at the matron, but 
was seized and finally held. Seeing she 
could not use her knife, the prisoner 
caught the matron by the arm with her 
teeth and bit her severely. 

Holding an almost crazy woman, who 
had a knife in one hand and who was 
using her teeth, Matron Bohnefeld adopt- 
ed police methods to subdue the woman, 
and slapped her a time or two in the face 
with her open hand. 

-Matron Bohnefeld is as powerful physic- 
ally as she is-kind-hearted when the oc- 
casion demands kindness, and her slaps 
were no child's play. 

Mollie Lewis admitted herself conquered 
and she dropped the knife and surren- 
dered unconditionally, 

Mollie now occupies a cell, and she will 
recefve no more favors from the police 
matron.
